Average increase 
ip the cotton States 26 per cent. and amounts to 
about 800,000 acres. In the Northern Atiantic 
States, from Connecticut to Virginia, the area is 
4,053.000 ac which is about 5.000 acres less 
than in 1881. In the Western States, from West 
Virginia to Kansas. the re is an average decrease 
ot 2 per cent, the decrease being 10 per cent in 
lilinois, 2 in Missouri, and 11 in Kansas. The 
estimated acreage in eight winter-whbeat States 
is 926,000. In California partial returns 
point to an increase of 10 per 
cent. The Pacific coast is not 
included in the list of strictly winter-wheat 
States. The condition of winter wheat is high 
throughout the West (hio alone beiow 100), in 
the cotton States, and in Delaware, Maryland.

THE JEANNETTE. 


Graphic Description of Mer Loss as 
Told by an American Now in Siberia, 
Who Got It from the Lips of Licut, 
Dannen hover. 

San Frawcisco, April 16.—The Call tomorrow 
will publish a letter from Dr. H. C. Ledyard, an 
American now io Siberia, to a friend in this city. 
At Irkoutsk Ledyard met Lieut. Dannoenhower, 
who gave him interesting details of the loss of 
the Jeannette, from which the following extracts 
are made: 

“Since the first fall when they were caught by 
the ice in trying to reach Herald Island, they 
have never taken a course, but they were held 
as in the jaws of death, squeezed till every um- 
ber quivered, turned this way and thar, thrown 
floating and then caught again, and every hour 
in suspense, never knowing when the 
ice would close upon them. A Ilittie more 


and the deck sank beneath them. Throughout 
che Strain they were well and trying to be 


efeerful, working very bard, for the engine 
abd men were barely able to keep the water out. 
They had to pump fora yearanda half. June 
11. 1581, crisis came. sp showed greut- 
er strainifig than before, the deck quivered, and 
inexplicable movements warned them, and 
they prepared theft boats and made their camp 
beside the vessel. Sne rose and turned in her 
cradie till the yards touched the ice; then the 
rigging gave way, and the masts lay prostrate. 
At 4 o'clock in the morning the floe parted and 
all went down. A ery of alarm called all to es- 
cape from the crevice in the ice. It opened just 
through the Captain's tent. n began the re- 
treat. Twenty-nine days they struggied south- 
ward. Three hundred miles of broken ice were 
thus passed over. Four miles a day was 
thought good fortune. After one series of 
fourteen days they were twenty-seven miles 
further than at first. While working over the 
ice dragging three boats they discovered Ben- 
nett Island, to explore which they spent three 
weeks of their precious summer days, and ex- 
pended mucb of the limited supply of food. To 
this detour those who survived attribute much 
of their suffering, and the death of the com- 
mander with nineteen men. After three months 
of this perilous and\exhausting work they came 
to blue water, and then with fair winds took a 
course for the mouth of the Lena Hiver. Mel- 
villée’s boat was stove against a block of ice. 
The Captain's boat lost her mast and sail. The 
Captain landed with all well, but abandoned the 
boat as the water was sballow and would not 
make the channel of the river.“ 


PROBABLE MURDER. 


Jack Thompson, One of Quautreli’s 
Gaug During the War, Shovts an 01d 
Mian Near Despiaines, III.

Desp.Aines, III., April 16—Chris Howard, 

about 65 years old, was shot and fatally wounded 
by Jack Thompson this morning. Both parties 
reside pear Desplaines, and are neighbors. It 
appears that Thompson had missed about $40 
from a drawer in which de had deposited small 
sums at differeut times. He discovered that his 
boy, about 9 years old, bad taken it. The boy 
said he had taken it at the solicitation of one of 
Howard's boys, and the two had spent it. This 
morn the Howard boy went to Thom 
son's ouse, where he was whipped y 
Thou pson for ipeiting dis 1 
take the money. The boy went home, 
father and sister, and the three went to Thomp- 
son, who was then repairing a fence near his 
house. High words ensued between the parties. 
The girl says she and ber father told Thompson 
they would have bim arrested for beating the 
boy, whereoa Thompson knocked ber down and 
then said be would kill the boy or bis father; 
that de went to the bouse then and got a deubie- 
barreled shotgun and deliberately shot the 
old man as de was getting over a 
fence. from the top of which he 
looked around to where Thompson was stand- 
ing. Thompson says the oid man or the girl 
drew a knife, and that be had the gun witb bim 
at the fence for the pur of shooting plover; 
but he admits that be shot Howard. The entire 
charge of ove barrel went into Howard's face 
and neck, and his face is horribly maogied. 
Both bis eyes are out, and the physicians thiok 
After the shooting oc- 
curred Thompson immediately surrendered him- 
seif to a Justice, and be is now in the custody of 
officers, who will keep bim here til Monday 
for examipvation. Thompson's reputation is 
not good. At the outbreak of the Civil War be 
was a soldier in the regular army, from which 
he deserted, and afterwards became a member 
of the famous Quantreil’s gang in Missouri. He 
is now a wood carrier in Coicago.

An interesting story of negro intell gence, en- 
terprise, and energy, coupled with a love of the 
negro race, was related to a Philadelphia Press 
reporter a few days ago by Special Assistant 
Attorney-General William W. Ker, who had just 
returned from a trip througu the Carolinas. The 
train, which was coming North, was boarded at 
Wilmington, N. C., by a large number of bright- 
looking colored men, who were delegates toa 
convention to be heid at Raleigh. une. of these 
delegates was a genuine, coal-black Altrican, ot 
good address and manly bearing, who appeared to 
be about 45 years of age. His name is E. F. Mur- 
tin. He said that he was born a slave, and was 
owned by the great Georgia Rebel, Vance. 
When the War broke out be accompanied his 
master to the Heid as his Servant. Later 
be worked through the Union lines, and was en- 
gaged at Sherman's headquarters as a ide. 
Murtin belped to guide the army toward Atian- 
ta, where his knowledge of the fortifications wus 
of great value to Sherman. After the fall or 
Atlanta Martin showed the way to Savannah, 
and continued in the Union army until his dis- 
charge. He bad saved his mode, and at the 
close of the War he wus able to into business 
as u railroad contractor, work with and for 
white men in Georgia.

Awo the Washington advices to THE 
Tame there is an intimation that the re- 
cent letter sent by Attorney - General 
Brewster to Assistant District - Attorney 
Dallas in South Carolina was really in- 
spired by Wade Hampton, who foresaw that 
its probable effect would be to unite the 
Bourbons and bulldozers of South Carolina, 
as it is said to have done. There is nothing 
improbable in this story. The ruse is in the 
line of Machiavellian politics puysned by 
Southern statesmen. Nevertheless the At- 
torney-General can afford to stand by every 
word in that letter, and if it has had any in- 
fluence in consolidating the Deme-ratic 
forces of South Carolina it is becaus- the 
Democrats of that State can always be rallied 
to united effort against a free ballot and even 
against a judicial effort to protect the purity 
of elections. 


Tre Senatorial apportionment plan for 
this State, as agreed upon by the Republican 
caucus at Springfield, will be found in detail 
in another column.

THE LAST OF THE FITZ*JOHN PORTER 
CASE. 


Intelligent readers of Attorney-General 
Brewster’s opinion, holding that the Presi- 
dent has no authority to restore Fitz John 
Porter to the army, cannot remain in any 
doubt as to its correctness. The whole case 
is stated so clearly that no legal acumen is 
necessary to an understanding of the force 
and justice of the Attorfey-General’s con- 
clusions. The President’s concurrence in 
this opinion followed as a matter of course, 
and itis entirely safe to predict that the case 
will never again be reopened by the Execu- 
tive Department of the Government. 

Attorney-General Brewster gave his atten- 
tion exclusively to the legal aspects of the 
case. Fitz John Porter was sentenced by a 
court-martial to dismissal trom the army and 
future disability to hold office. The sentence 
was approved by the President. Ib was exe- 
cuted absolutely as to dismissal, and is being 
executed as to disability. Mr. Brewster is 
satisfied that the court-martial which 
tried Porter had jurisdiction over the case. 
Its findings were reached by lawful methods 
and procedure. When the sentence was ap- 
proved by President Lincoln, who believed 
it was too lenient in not condemning Porter 
to be shot, and was carried into execution, 
then the case was closed so far as Executive 
interference goes. The President’s approval 
in such a case is final jurisdiction, like the 
verdict of the Supreme Court. The pardon- 
ing power remains in the President, but res- 
toration to the army is not included in that 
prerogative. If the President were to issue 
a pardon to Fitz John Porter it would carry 
with ita remission of the disability to hoid 
office under which Porter now rests, but it 
would not restore him to the office from 
which he was dismissed, nor give the Presi- 
dent a right to bestow any other office upon 
him except under the authority conferred by 
existing laws. But existing laws require 
that the vacancies in the army rank up to the 
grade of Colonel shall be filled by 
promotion according to seniority, and 
that general officers must de selected 
from the army. Both these  regula- 
tions exclude Porter. The President has not 
the right to appoint a civilian to a com- 
manding rank in the army over the heads of 
officers who have earned by long service the 
claim to promotion. The law of 1868, which 
provides that officers of the army who have 
been cashiered or dismissed can only be re- 
stored by a new appointment with consent 
of the Senate, confers no power upon the 
Executive in such cases which could not be 
exercised originally in other appointments, 
but is merely an additional restraint in the 
case of an effort to restore a cashiered offi- 
cer. But Porter’s request was that the Presi- 
dent should annul and set aside the finding 
and the sentence of the court-martial and 
nominate him to the Senate for restoration 
to his former rank in the army. Attorney- 
Genera! Brewster has shown beyond ail fur- 
ther controversy that the President has not 
the authority under the law to do either of 
these things, and the case is closed for all 
time except as Congress may determine to 
interfere. 

This decision would be regarded as a great 
hardship, though it would be none the less 
binding, if there were satisfactory proof that 
Fitz John Porter had been condemned un- 
justly. But such is not the casa. The Amer- 
ican people, so far as they are familiar with 
his career, are and have been these many 
years convinced that his punishment was 
even less than his disloyalty merited. His 
admittedly brilliant attainments as an officer 
and the fighting quality which he exhibited 
only aggravated his offense. At the very 
best, he was influenced by malice to disobey 
the orders of his superior officer in order to 
substitute defeat and disorder on a battle- 
field where victory and success were within 
grasp. The second battle of Bull Run was 
well planned by Pope, and it needed bat Fitz 
John Porter’s codperation, with the well- 
trained, veteran, and eager corps he com- 
manded, to drive back the armies of Long- 
street and Stonewall Jackson iuto Vir- 
ginia, save the reverses to the Union 
army which followed, avert the invasion 
of the North and almost the investment of 
the National Capital, and shorten the War 
of the Rebellion by a year or eighteen 
months. Porter refused to carry out the 
part of the battle which had been assigned 
te him, though on the following day, after 
having been made to realize the enormity of 
his offense, he demonstrated what he could 
have done at the critical moment. He was 
bound up in the fortunes of McClellan, and 
determined that he would not help Pope to 
attain the martial distinction and popular 
honors of a great victory. When it is re- 
membered that the destinies of a great Na- 
tion were imperiled to gratify a spiteful pur- 
pose, there can be no regret that Porter’s 
case Hes beyond the false sympathy which 
time and distance are apt to produce. 

Of course there would be a remedy if the 
present conditions of law, so clearly defined 
by Attorney-General Brewster, i ted in- 
justice upon Fitz John Porter. It is within 
the power of Congress to afford relief. But it 
is not likely that, within the lifetime of Porter 
at least, the losses and sufferings incident to 
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tend special exemption to a man Ww 
convicted gf disloyalty in a great 
Hence it is reasonable to conclude that the 
Fitz John Porter case is ended.

MENT. 

The scheme of Congressional apportion- 
ment of the State prepared by the Republic- 
an committee is an admirable one outside of 
Cook, but in this great county two districts 
have been horribly botched, The country 
members have grouped their counties to- 
gether in a most skiliful manner.

THE WOOL IN THE TAR'FF. 

One of the great special interests which it 
is represented the farmers of lowa have in 
maintaining an ultra tariff is, that the levy 
ofahigh duty on woolen goods, and espe- 
ciaily carpets, furnishes a great demand for 
Iowa woul, and that the taxation on carpets 
increases the consumption of lowa corn, 
which, in the absence of the tax on carpets, 
would not be eaten in the manufacturing 
districts. 

Take any of the speeches made by any of 
the Iowa statesmen on the tariff, and the 
drift of the logic is, thatif there were no pro 
tective tariff’? the cousumption of bread- 
stuffs and meat would so fall away that the 
farmers of lowa and of the West would not 
be able to sell their products—and that corn 
and wheat would be consumed for fuel; as 
the factory hands would not eat unless 
the duties were high, and the people of that 
State, having nothing to selland unable to 
buy anything, would degenerate into the 
condition of savages, or, as One member 80 
earnestly states it, they would suffocate in 
the unsalable abundance of their own pro- 
duction.’’ 

The tariff was in 1867 made especially 
“protective” in its provisions, because of 
what was then professed tobe the grant of 
extraordinary protection to the farming in- 
terests by the duties imposed on foreign 
wool. This was represented to be of such a 
protective character that foreign wool would 
be wholly excluded from the factories of the 
United States, and that hereafter all the 
woolen clothing manufactured in the Union 


would of necessity be made of American 


wool. Under this pretense the tax on iron, 
and steel, and cotton, eutlery, glassware, and 
all other necessary articles of consumption, 
was greatly increased. The great demand, 
however, was for an increase on woul, in or- 
der to encourage the mannfacturers of 
American carpets to pay their laborers wages 
enough to buy moreslowa corn, and thus 
prevent the farmers of Iowa from “suffocat- 
ing in the unsalable abundance of their own 
production.” 

The Bulletin, the organ of the American 
manufacturers of wovien goods, recently. 
published the statistics collected by the 
United States census ot the woolen indus- 
try during the year 1880, ang we call the at- 
tention of the American wool-growers to the 
wonderful protection they enjoy ander the 
tariff from the enormous tax levied on car- 
pets. During 1880 the materials consumed in 
the manufacture of American carpets were 
as follows: 


Cotton warp, Dr 
Value ot carpet products 

Out of a total of 36,000,000 pounds of wool 
consumed by all the American manufactur- 
ers of carpets, only 2,000,000 pounds of 
American wool was purchased or used. This 
is a specimen of the way in which American 
wool-growers are protected by the tariff. 
Thirty-four out of every thirty-six pounds of 
wool sonsumed by the manufacturers of 
American carpets were imported from for- 
eign lands, utterly indifferent to the fact that 
out in lowa Mr. Kasson’s constituents were 
producing wool, which was American wool, 
and in consideration of the expectation that 
American wool would at least be used 
by the manufacturers of American car- 
pets, they had been subjected to and were 
compelled to pay enormous taxes on the car- 
pets they used. 

The farmers of the Northwest, as well as 
nine-tenths of the people who are house- 
keepers, are consumers of carpets. There is 
not. a dwelling where there is not a family 
that is not a purchaser of carpets, and where 
there is not at least one room upon which 
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The great body of the carpets 
United States are those costing (at the mil!) 
from 40 to 68 cents per square yard; these are 
the carpets manufactured in the United 
States; these are the carpets found in nine 
residences out of ten on farms and in towns 
and villages, and the tax imposed by the tar- 
iff is from 68 to % per cent of their value. 
In addition to $1 paid for carpet the pur- 
chaser pays 96 cents tax to encourage the 
carpet manufacturer in Philadelphia, who 
buys no American wool, bat sends abroad 
for it. 

But, the astonished wool-grower in Iowa, 
who has just read Mr, Kaason’s tariff-speech, 
will ask, How is it that these carpet mana- 
facturers can send abroad for wool? Was 
not the tariff se fixed in 1867 that all foreign 
wool was prohibited in order to give the 
home market exclusively to the American 
farmers for the sale of American wool? 
That was the representation; that was the 
fraud an@’delusion practiced on the deceived 
and plundered wool-growers. 

The tariff was deliberately arranged so as 
to prohibit by enormous taxes the importa- 
tion of all wools not grown in this country, 
except in the case of carpet wools, but the 
tariff exeepted this article. Thus the duty 
on wools ranges from 10 cents per pound and 
II per cent ad valorem to 30 cents per pound 
and 88 per cent ad valorem; but when it 
comes to the raw material for making car- 
pets the duty on carpet and similar wools 
drops to three cents per pound, and of this 
kind of wool not less than 49,000,000 pounds 
was imported in 1881. 

The farmers of Iowa and of the other 
States where wool is grown will see by these 
facts how grossly they are plundered, even 
by the tariff on wool, The American manu- 
facturers of woolen carpets produced in 1880 
carpets to the value of $33,000,000. For 
their benefit and brotection they were author- 
ized by the tariff to collect on the price 
of their goods from © to % per cent 
tax. This tax was colleeted of every 
yard of carpet purchased by every wool- 
grower in the country in consideration of 
encouraging the wool-growers; but the car- 
pet manufacturers in 1881 did not use a 
pound of American wool, but purchased 
49,000,000 pounds of foreign wool. The 
manufacturers got their woo] at a compara- 
tively nominal duty, but took careof their 
own side of the swindle by exacting, in 
addition to the value of their carpets sold, 
the tax of from 68 to 96 per cent duty. This 
tax on wool carpets perhaps was intended 
to have the beneficent effect upon the wool- 
growers of lowa of bleeding them to pre- 
vent their “suffocating in the unsalable 
abundance of their own productions.“ 


MONEY ORDERS FOR SMALL SUMS. 

The Post-Office Committee in the National 
House of Representatives has at last agreed 
upon a bill providing for the transmission of 
money through the mails by order for 
sums less than $5, which is now the low- 
est limit, and as high as $100, though no 
orders exceeding $50 are issued under the 
present law. A slight-reduction is also made 
in the charge for money-orders, and, though 
it is probable that the Post-Office Department 
can afford to do the business at a still lower 
rate, the change in rates is a step in the right 
direction. 

The most important feature of this new 
bill is the proposition to issue trders for 
sums less than $5. When the postal cur- 
rency was re to make room for silver 
the public lost only means at its com- 
mand to send small sums of money through 
the mailfrom one point to another. Post 
age-stamps have proved to be an annoying 
substitute, and many kinds of business which 
receive small payments from other places 
have suffered both loss and inconvenience 
from the absence of cheap facilities for their 
transmission. The scheme for a postal 
money card was projected as much as a year 
ago, but Congress has not reached it ‘till 
now. It provides for the payment of 
any sum under $5, and a charge of four 
cents is to be made for the service. 
The order is made payable to dear- 
er at some i particular office, which 
avoids the necessity for duplication and iden- 
tification necessary for the larger orders. 
There was very small loss from theft when 
it was the practice to send postal-currency 
through the mails, and there will be still less 
loss inthe proposed system, for the procure- 
ment of the money on a stolen order will be 
attended with more difficulty and risk than 
if the money itself were to be abstracted 
from a stolen letter. It will not be possible 
to collect on the order any larger sum than 
was paid for it, as the card is to be punched 
on the margin, which has figures showing 
the various amounts in dollars, dimes, and 
cents which can be transmitted. 

There is no reason to doubt the practical 
working of the proposed money-card system. 
Very little trouble or delay will attend the 
sending or the collecting of the money, and 
losses from theft will be so rare that there 
will be almost no risk whatever in sending 
small sums in this way. The system will be 
of great service to newspapers and other 
pubiications which take subscriptions in 
small; sums and nearly all retail businesses 
which have a patronage in other localities, 
as well as the working people who send 
small sums of money to homes located at a 
distance from their work, will share the 
benefit of the service.

The 
Republicans ran town tickets in the South and 
West Divisions. They carried the South Divis- 
ion on the test vote—Assessor—by eighty ma- 
jority, and lost the West Division on the same 
test by 200. Taking the Aldermanic vote of the 
North Division the Democrats had 350 majority. 
Putting these together the result shows that the 
Democrats had a popular majority of less than 
500 in the city. The whole vote cast was only 
40,000 out of 90,090 voters ih the city. The elec- 
tion was unimportant and the day was rainy, 
and only four out of every nine voters went to 
the polls. The notion of 3,000 Democratic ma- 
jority growe out of the Socialist vote for their 
North Side town ticket, weich was defeated by 
the Democratic town ticket by 3,000 majority. 
The Republicans ran no town ticket, but a good 
many of them voted for the Democratic candi-+ 
date for Assessor.

THE IRON INTERESTS. 


The Action of the Pitusbare Puddlers in 
Demanding an Increase of Wages 
lAkely to Precipitate a Strike on an 
Extensive Sele. |

Prrrspurne, Pa., April 16.— Tue action of the 
pudaiers yesterday in demanding an advance in 
wages looks at present as though it would breed 
great trouble in the iron trdde here. If the 
present indications. are indivative as to 
the result, there will be a great strike, which 
will render 40,000 employés and $35,000,000 of cap- 
ital idie. For days the various branches of the 
organization have been in session arrang- 
ing their scales and getting all 
in shape for submission to the delegate meeting 
to be held yesterday.

A few days ago 
they met and endeavored to arrange a scale 
based on the ditferent grades of boiling tron.

SUFFERING IRELAND. 


An Enthusiastic Mass-Meeting of Land- 
Leaguers — Roasing Speeches by the 
Hoa. FT. P. OConneor, M. . V. I. 
Hynes, M. P. Gannon, and Father 
Dvurnry. , 

One of the largest Land League mass-meet- 
ings ever known in this city was held yesterday 
in the main room of St. Stanislaus’ school build- 
ing, corner of Bighteenth and Johnson streets. 
It was under the auspices of the members from 
the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth Wards, 
and it was meantin the nature of an ovation to 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M. P., who has been making 
a tour ot this country. There was a large num- 
ber of lady Land-Leaguers present. Among 
the leaders occupying seats on the platform 
were W. J. Hynes, James Meklnerne, M. V. Gan- 
non, President of the lowa State Land League; 
the Rev. Father Dorney, Mr. Sweeny, Syracuse, 
N. F.; J. J. Fitzgibbons, James Sullivan. Ur. 
Guerin, M. W. Ryan, William Curran, and Joun 
Sweeay. Wiiliam Curran was selected to pre- 
side. Tim O'Meara opened the proceeds 
with a recitacioas. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor was then lutroduced to the 
audience and was received with «a tumult of ap- 
Pause. He thaused the audience for the 
greeting accorded to him. and said that be had 
met with a cord. al recepuon everywhere, and 
bad been rendered moral and tinanc al assist- 
ance to forward the work of the Land League. 
He spoke in giow ug terms of che sp.rit pervad- 
ine Chicago ia regard to the Land League, and 
he thought that if the same spirit prevaued all 
over the country it augured well for the final re- 
salt. Tne question was whether [rish patriotiem 
or English tyruauy should prove the stronger. 
He aliuded to the workings of the Land bill. and 
said that Gladstone wanted to amend it now. 
The name of Gladstone, whenever it was men- 
uoned, was received witb hisses, but the speaker 
said that de was not wort the hissing. 
The days of the payment of rack rents were 
numbered. The irish leaders bad resoived in 
their opposition to the Land bill in Parliament 
that no back rents should be paid Dv a peopie 
already ground down to remorseless poverty by 
bigh rents. Old, and feevie, and bedridden men 
and women had been évicited and thruwn out 
homeless and heipiess. They bad been throw 
in jail tor doing their work of mercy, and pt 
for twenty-two bours of the tweuty- four in Fol- 
itary confinement. Men were hauled up before 
the Irish magistrates as suspects, and even chil- 
dren were arrested. ‘The speaker was glad Eu- 
giane had pushed coercion as it bad., but bad it 

hasuccess? Coercion was not a success, for 
the land agitation would not be crushed in 
that way. The Irish people felt glad thm 
coercion bad been tried, for it would finally re- 
suit in peace and freedom for Ireland. ‘In Eu- 
and Biggar dad been worse than ever in Pur- 

jament. The British Government, witb all its 
talk since its session commenced in February 
last, had only passed the Closure bill, Waile 
the Liberals were adopting the policy of coer- 
civn in Ireland the Conservatives were pursu- 
ing anvther. The Engiish were divided, while 
the Irish people were united. The old facts bad 
been reversed. He spoke of the vrigiu of 
the proposed peasant proprietorsnip of land in 
Ireland, due to a Man WhO was wearug a 
conviet's garb in an Irish jail—Michael Davitt. 
It was now proposed to pass it by the very 
men who dad favored the coercion policy. 
The time would come in Ireland when the 
statesman would be the convict and the con- 
vict the statesman. Success would soon come 
upon the efforts of the Land League. Ireland 
wus winning. The “world realized that she was 
winning, and American sympathy and help was 
aiding to bringing it about. 

The speech was very eloquent and witty 
throughout, and was frequvatiy interrupted by 
applause. . 

Col. M. V. Gannon, of lowa, was next intro- 
duced. He promised that the young Irishmen 
of American were marching with their fathers. 
A year ago there were but three Land Leagues 
in lowa, while now there were 220, which showed 
bow the sentiment ot the Land League had in- 
creased and prospered. The Irish had grown to 
the status of free men and were going to re- 
main there. The cause was growing in lowa and 
spreading everywhere. He bad just returved 
from Washington, and be assured the audience 
that the man woo bad disgraced them ia Eu- 
. would soon be recalled. The American 

ag and Nation would got hereafter be d- 
greeed by men who dined with “ My Dear Graa- 
ville.” f 

The Rev. Father Doruey, President of the Lili- 
nois State Land League, being called upon, said 
that he had only come in as a listener, not in- 
teudimg to say a word. The Irish pevpie up to 
this time bad done their duty whether inside or 
outside of the Land League. The patriotism 
of the Land League was not confined to the few 
speakers. It was in the bosom of the masses of 
the Irish pie who had made these men their 
orators. e speaker did not thank Woorbees 
for his speech in Cungress, as it was simply be- 
cause the Irish people were becoming strong. 
He did not desire to thus bring up politics. 
The irish owedan alleg:aoce to them- 
selves and to their families. Taey should study 
out what they wanted, and support only those 
men who would give it to them. They were 
here to stay [A voice—“ You det J, and they 
sbould look to their own welfare. They should 
blot out the disgrace ot baving been under the 
feet of a hated foe. He wanted to stop tuts 
sending of money to Iretand. and to keep it here 
to take gare ot their oon and to help them- 
selves. It was the hight of patriotism to exait 
as much as pussibie, and each man should en- 


dea vor to do 80. 

W. J. Hynes, oem urged by the audience, 
also spoke briefly. o rejoiced at the piuck and 
endurance of the irish race throughout ull this 
contest. The duty of the Irish people was to 
sustain those who bad been evicted by furnisn- 
ing them with means to clothe and sheiter them 
as suggested by the Land League. They sbouid 
be sheitered in buts by the roudsids, and fed by 
the money sent for that purpose by trishmen in 
America that they migbt oversee tue land from 
which they bave been evicted, and see to it that 
no usurper took their place. They demanded of 
this Government to sustain its dignity and sec 
to it that American citizens in Irish fails 

. The epeaker quoted 
Slice case to show how 
the British Government sustained its dignity 
and gave protection to even citizens of other 
lands while under the protection of the British 
flag. At that time, it Engiand had made war 
upon this country, the Irish would have fougut 
for the Stars and Stripes. The Guvernment 
should protect its citizens abroad, and demand 
the reason of their incarcerauon and expia- 
nation for their arrest. Mr. Hynes spoke of 
Lowell's tlunkeyism, and insisted that it was 
wrong and an insult to the American people. 
He bad confidence in the attitude of the Ameri- 
can people, and tn the cowardice of the British 
Goverament. He. gave it out that the Irish 
would support no pacty in politics which did not 
sympathize with the cause of the irish pie. 
He wanted the agitation and work “yo 
chuntry continued until lrishmen became the 
owners of Irish lands.

COST OF ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


Statistics and Compartsens Regarding 
Are Lights and tacandescent Lamps 
Prepared by Prof, 8. F. Chompsoa. 

New York World, 

In view of the recent competitive bids made 
by the gas and electric-light companies for 
lighting certain streets in the city below Tuirty- 
fourth street, the following extracts from a pa- 
per recentiy prepared by Dr. 8, P. Thompson. 
Professor of Experimenta) Physics in Uuiversity 


Coliege, London, on the comparative cost of 
arc and incandescent electric with gas lighting 
will be found of unusual importance 
and = interest. The practical business 
man, says Prof. Thompson. sees that the light 
is a good one for himself, but the questions al- 
ways recur: What does itcost? Willi it pay? 
The questions, he says, are difficult ones to 
answer accurately, as data, especially regard- 
ing incandescent ligntting, are yet meagre, and 
the improvements being made daily make the 
cost for tomorrow less than today, but how 
much less cannagt be decided immediately. 
Lighting by the arc, he says, is undoubtedly 
cheaper than gas, al the difference is not 
very apparent in some of che bids now under 
the consideration of the city authorities. The 
fotlowing sbows the reiative cost of and tne 
Brush arc light in the South. Kensington 
Museum, where the Brush iight has been in 
use for two years: 

“ Allowing 5 per cent for interest on the plant 
and another 5 per cent for wear and tear, the 
annua! charge on the capital is £100. The cust 
of running the lights, includ:ng coal, carbon, oil, 
cotton-waste, and engineers’ Tae wae 10d 
per hour. or, as tne tight is used ours in the 
year, £14 488d per annum. The total cost of 
these sixteen lights may be taken as £234 3a, or 
8d per annum. Now, fore these lamps were 
erected the gas lights consumed in this same 
court were no less taan 4.800 cubic feet per hour, 
costing 16s per hour or £360 per annum. The 
adoption of electric tight has in this instance 
given a better illuminator, while effecting a 
saving of, 1 £220 per annum, or 60 

cent the former expenditure on gas. 
Tuis estimate takes no account of the capital 
outlay on ose and fittings. Were these 
reckoned and interest added the figure of 
total cost by gas would appear higher, and the 
saving by using electricity greater.

CRIMINAL LAW REFORM. 


The Absurdity of Juries as Judge of 
the Law. 


A Vicious Custom Which Should Be 
Abolished. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., April I. — Ia the House 
Representative Crook, ot Sangamon, spoke as 
follows: 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am in favor of the repeal of 
one section of the criminal code. It reads as fol- 
lows: “Juries in ali criminal cases shall be 
judges of the law and the fact. d Manifestly it is 
wild nonsense for aay man to say the jury 
knows the law. Of course they do not know, and 
are not presumed to kuo the law. do not 
understand the language in which ft is written 
or the meaning of the terms. Io England it bas 
always been hbeid that the jury are no more 
judges in criminal than in civil cases, with the 
common law eiception chat iu the event of an 
acquittal in a criminal case the verdict is tinal, 
as no man when once acquitted could be put on 
a second trial for the same offense. 

Then, if the law has always been as stated in 
Eugland.

Judge Treat, of the United States Court, 
instructs the Jiry—and the same is true of all 
United States Judges—as to the law ia all cases, 
vivil and crimival. Judge Zaue, in the State 
Court, is compeiled, on account of the statute of 
this State, to tell the jury in criminal cases that 
they are the judges of the law. Of two meth- 
ods of trying criminals one must wrong. 
unbesitatingly assert that, in my opinion, the 
rule in Judge Treat’s court is the true one. 
Judge Baldwin, in the case of the Uaited 
States vs. Shive, 1 Baidwin 512, in discussing the 
question of juries being judges of the law in 
criminal cases, said to the jury io that case: 
“Should you assume and exercise this power 
our opinion does not become a supreme law. 
o one is bound by it. Other juries will decide 
for themselves, and you could not expect that 
courts would look to your verdict for the con- 
struction of the Constitution as the acts of the 
legisiative or judicial departments of the Gen- 
eral Government; nor that you have the power 
of declaring what the law is, what acts are 
criminal, what are innocent, as a rule of action 
for your fellow-citizens, or for the court. If 
one jury exercises this power we are without 
a Constitution or laws. One jury bas the same 
power as another; you cannot bind those who 
take your places. hat you deciare constitu- 
tional today another jury may declare uncon- 
stitutional tomorrow. We shall cease to have a 
government of law when what is the law de- 
pends on the arbitrary and fluctuating opinions 
of Judges and jurors instead of the standard of 
the Constitution expounded by the tribunal to 
which bus been referred all cases arising under 
the Constitution, laws, and treaties of the United 


ANOTHER STRONG AFFIRMATION. 

In the case of the United States vs. Battiste, 2 
Sumner 243, Justice Story anuounced bimseil as 
op to the right of the jury to pass upon 
questions of luw wm criminal cases, sayine: * My 
opinion is that the jury are no more jud of 
the law in a capital or other criminal case 
upon the piea of not guilty than they are in 
every civil case tried upon the general issue. In 
each of these cases their verdict when generai 
is necessarily compounded of law and fact 
and includes both. In each they must neces- 
sarily determing the law as well as the fact. In 
each they have the physical power to dis rd 
the law as laid down to them by the Court. ut 
] deny that in any case, civil or criminal, 
they have the morual right to decide the law ac- 
cording to their own nodons or pleasure. 
It I thought the Jury were the proper judges of 
tus law in criminal cases, 1 should hold it my 
duty to abstain from the responsibility of stat- 
ing the law to them upon aay sucn t But 
believing as [do that every citizen has aright 
to be tried by the aw and according to law, 
that it is his privilege aud truest shieid against 
oppression and wrong, I feel it my duty to state 
— views fully and opeuly on the present occa- 
sion.” 

The Supreme Court of Lilinois,in a criminal 
case, first in 23 Illinois, 292, and then again in 
76 Lilinois, 211, approved the toilowing iustruc- 
tion: Tue Court iastructs the jury for the de- 
fense that they are the sole qud of the law as 
well as the facts.“ Then added the following: 
But che jury are further instructed, that it is 
the duty of the jucy to accept and act upon the 
law as laid down to you by the Court, uniess you 
Can say upon your oaths that you are better 
ju of the law than the Court, chen you are 
at liberty to so set. Surely there cau be no 
doubt about che opinion of our highest tribunal 
in reiation to the section making jurors in crimi-

The old law regulating 
the official reports of the district and county 
school officers to the State Superintendent did 
not enforce promptness On the part of the for- 
mer; and, as the State report caunot be issued 
untilevery local report is in, the delay has al- 
ways been very great. At the last session of 


the Legisiature, however, a radical change was 
made both inthe system and in the date of 


making reports, and hereafter the State Super- 
intendents will be enabled to have their annual 
reports printed by the firet week in January, in 
ample time for use by the Legisiature. 

PROF. WHITFOKD’S REPORT FoR 1881 
will not be issued from the press for about ten 
aays; but the TRIBUNE correspondent has deen 
xiven access to the proof -sheets, and is enabled 
to present many interesting statistics and much 
valuable information concerning the school sys- 
tem of Wisconsin. During the twelve years in 
which Wisconsin was a Territory—previous to 
1848—no State institucions of learning were or- 
gacized. Several private or denominational 
academies and colleges were incorporated, but 
less thau 2,000 public schools were established. 
These last named were maintained by lease of 
the sixteenth section in each township, by local 
taxation of property, and by rate bills, and were 
managed solely under the supervision of the 
district and town officers. Since that time, under 
State control, there has been a marvelous 
growth in all grades uf schools. The large funds 
for the support of the public- schools, the State 
University, and the normal schools, have been 
created. These State institutions, together with 
the State reformatory and charitabie 
schools, have performed most vigor- 
ous work, and assumed a permanent 
position; all the private colleges have attained 
a high rank and exerted a most beneficent in- 
fluence; the public schools have been placed 
under the control of State and county officers; 
the valuaton of school-houses alone has in- 
creased from about $150,000 to $4,500,000; sev- 
eral buodred graded and high-schooils have 
been added to the nearly 5,500 elementary ones, 
in all of which instruction is required 
to be given free and without charge 
for tuition : the attendance of children upon 
these has augmented at least six-foid; and bet- 
ter methods of scnool organizauon and teaching 
have everywhere been adopted. No other sin- 
gie branch of business in the charge of the 
State has arrived at that stage where it is at- 
tended yearly with so great expenditures of 
money, guides the labors of so many persons, 
embraces such valuabie and far-reaching re- 
sults, and makes such rapid progress under 


the reform and invigorat spirit ana

school system is noticeable, together with a more 
apparent willingness to remedy these defects; 
that there is a slight growth of sentiment 
in some sections favorabie to employing teach- 
ers of better qgualifcaaons in the public schocis, 
and to retaining them longer ia their positions: 
that, in spite of the great storms and other bin- 
drances of the year, there has been aa increase 
in the enroliment of pupils in all the schools, 
including the higher institudons of jearning, 
and there is a steady growth io popular interest 
in securing a larver and more uviform attend- 
ance upoa the schools; that tere has been a 
wider dissemination of the most reliable infor- 

mation in respect to hygienic laws as ap- 

plied to the construction of school-houses, the 
oversight of school-grounds, and 

children while in schOOl; and that there has been 

a marked progress in the methods of classifying 
and instructing the iis iu the ungraded coun- 

try schools, as reac by the newly-adopted 
graded system, and by the use of other instu- 

mentalities. : 

Besides the sixty-three county school organ- 
izations. there are twenty-eight independent 
cities. There are 5,645 school districts in the 
State—an increase of forty-one over 1880. 
number of blic schools 5.843—a slight in- 
crease over 1880; of these, 5,651 are under county 
goveroment, and 192 under city; 5,639 of the total 
are ungraded, and 474 graded—there being 117 
high senools, seventy-eight of them aided by the 
Stute, and cne others not. The number of teach- 
ers required for the public schools is 1,065—an 
increase of 14 over 1880. There are 5,577 public 
schoolbouses ih the counties and 177 in the cities, 
making a total in the State of & more 
than in the year previous. These scnovihouses 
will accom wodate 363,32 pupils—an increase of 
2,199 over the preceding year. 

THE NUMBER OF PRIVATE SCHOOLS 


in the State is 465—a decrease of twenty-four 
from 1860. These private schools employ 754 
teachers—50 less than last year; and 21. chil- 
aren attend them. This is a decrease jn the cities 
from tue previous annual report of 1,515, while 
there has u an increase in the counties of 201; 
it is evident that the decrease of attendance in

hen the pangs of hunger came;they drowned 
thst sense by smoking Opium. He was afraid of 
their competition, because it was not compe- 
tition between man dnd man, but between 
man aud a Chinaman. [Applause] Wages bere 
should be high enough to give a man a good 
living, a comfortable dome, and enough to 
clothe and educate his children. [Applause.]

COTTON. 
To the Editor af The Uhicago Tribune. 
nico, April 4.—During the past week cot- 
ton seems to have played the coquet with the 
wisencres. *“ Pointers’ have pointed in one di- 
rection, and the contract market has taken the 
oppesit course; the tendency having been 
steadily upward until the close to-day. when, 
both the Liverpool and New York markets were 
lower and weaker in tone. The movement was 
more marked during Wednesday and Thursday 
of the week just closed thaw for some time 
past,and the bulls, though working against 
odds, succeeded in frichtenim a good many 
nervous sborts into covermg. August con- 
tracts were rushed upto 128% in New York, 
witb large bets offered here by wire that that 
month would be quoted at 18c within ten days. 
Evidently the cotton world outside of New 
York bave taken but little stock in these pre- 
dictions, and the Liverpool market bas been par- 
ticulariy obstinate in responding to the invita- 
tion to stimulate. In that market an advance 
of only 1-16d on spots and future deliveries has 


been established,equal to about twelve points in 
American currency. In New York during the 
past two weeks, the upward movement bas beeu 
about forty points. he butis seem to have bad 
but little basis for making theireprightly efforts 
enduring, the only visible teature being a light 
port movement for the week, the receipts tovt- 
ing up only 32,624 bales against 65,363 same week 
last year. 

Operators for a decline seem to take consola- 
tion from the recent advance, and contend that 
their position bas been rather strengthened 
than weakened. The argument is, that the at- 
tempt bas been made with great vigor to in- 
augurate a boom,“ and that the culmination 
of these efforts closes this week, with a barely 
steady Liverpool market at a decline of 1-32d 
on deliveries. and a decline in the New York 
contract market of 8 points from the highest 
price of the week. They point tothe fact that 
the visible supply of the worid bas increased 
during the past week, being tonight only 74,269 
short of last year, and that the load of stocks in 
the hands of spinners and at the American 
ports is still largely in excess last year; the 
upward movement seeming ‘to have lost its 
inertia, and having been succeeded by a mar- 
ket of weaker tone, they contend, will give 
courage to a class of operators wbo have been 
standing aloof, and induce them to sell the
